MAKE BRAZOS BETTER 


(BY H. H. WILLIAMSON) 


Brazos county will advance only 
as its agriculture improves. The 
year is young. 
As usual, we are 
looking forward with hope for a 
bountiful and profitable harvest, 
and 1927 offers as much hope as 
any past year at this season. In­ 
dividual reward comes in propor­ 
tion to the effort put forth com­ 
bined with proper management. 
The primary object of any bus­ 
iness is to make a living, provid­ 
ing for the needs and comfort of 
the family. 
There are two metho­ 
ds in general 
practice, 
one- of 
which is to try to make sufficient 
raaney out of some principal crop 
such as cotton and purchase the 
things needed, while the other is 
to produce the things receded by 
the family and farm as far as pos­ 
sible and then purchase 
the 
re ­ 
mainder. 
Experience t es chee that 
as a rule, the fanner has never 
been successful. 
Success in farm­ 
ing depends upon the degree to 
which the second method is ap­ 
proached. 
It is often 
spoken of 
as safe farming or sane farming, 
meaning living at home. 
It is reasonable to suppose that 
if a survey was made of the most 
successful farms In Braies coun­ 
ty that on these farms would be 
found sufficient live stock to pro­ 
duce an adequate supply of milk 
and butter, bacon, 
hams, 
lard, 
chickens and eggs for the family 
use. There would, also, he found, 
no doubt, a well cultivated garden 
and orchard to furnish vegetables 
and fruit, and a barn filled with a 
variety of home-grown feeds for 
the stock. 
The one who follows 
this type of farming worries less 
about the nation’s cotton acreage, 
the price of cotton and farm leg­ 
islation. 
Over a period of years, 
his savings grow, his holdings ex­ 
pand, and his home 
and 
farm 
buildings and equipment improve. 
As this type of farming increases, 
the safer and more profitable will 
be the business of banking, mer­ 
chandising, and all other 
erter- 
prises. 
The outstanding net-d of Brazos 


Feed 
Brazos county 
often 
tuffet* 
from a large production of cotton, 
a low price, and the many other 
penalties accompanying a 
large 
cotton crop. 
We are seldom hurt 
if ever, by a large feed crop. Aa 
a rule, it is the lack of 
home 
grown feeds that ca cue the meet 
trouble. 
Surplus feed grown aaa 
be disposed of more easily aud 
profitably then a surplus of cot­ 
ton. 
Too often we plant only a 
sufficient acreage to feed ae aa ta 
have 
enough 
for 
farm 
needs 
should it yield well, and when the 
season is the least 
unfavorable, 
there is a shortage. 
The 
usual 
procedure in this respect should 
be reversed. 
Ltveatoek 
No county, or section, bae ever 
prospered for a long period with­ 
out livestock. 
It has been tried, 
but none have succeeded. 
Pea* 
mark, Wisconsin, sad many other 
sections attempted it and succeed 
ed only after they mad* the grow­ 
ing of livestock a part of their 
farm practice. 
Terraria! 
It is much easier to retain the 
fertility of the land than to re­ 
place it. 
Heavy rains will carvy 
away soil and plant food from tho 
fie’d but it will not bring it back. 
There is no less than 160,000 acre# 
in cultivation in Brasos county. 
Many thousands have been tem p ­ 
ed in the past ton years under the 
guidance of County Agent C. L. 
Beason and those who 
preceded 
him, and yet it would be reasea- 
able to state that there are new 
50,000 acres, or more 
needing 
terracing. 
Applying the ueual es­ 
timate of $6.00 per acre for ter- 
acing it would enable th* 
te**J 
value of Brasos county farms one- 
fourth million dollars, or mere, lf 
a1! lands were terraced that need 
it. 
This estimate does oat cov­ 
er the increase in the producing 
powers of the land terr*cod- 
This 
cannot be don* in one year, but It 
is a need worthy of attentioa.

Farm Bee-Keeping Past 
And Present 
BY S. W. BI LSI NG 


BY S. W. BILSING 
Not all localities 
are 
equally 
adapted to commercial bee-keep­ 
ing. 
Some are more adapted to 
it than others 
There are many 
factors which are 
concerned 
in 
whether or not a locality is a good 
one in which to keep bees. 
I ike 
all o tter bus-messes, the 
human 
equation is the more important 
factor. 
Som ■ people fail where 
others suceeed. 
Other than the 
beekeeper 
himself, 
perhaps 
the 
next jnost important factors, are 
the presence 
or 
absence of an 
abundance 
of 
nectar 
secreting 
plants, the amount of rainfall and 
the kind of soil present. 
Some 
plants such a i cotton will secrete 
an abundance of nectar in allu­ 
vial bottom soils but secrete very 
little on sandy hill land. 
Rainfall also has an important 
bearing on the amount of nectar 
secreted by various plants. So if 
one wishes to make the keeping 
of bees his sole business, it is nec­ 
essary to carefully select the place 
where he is about to operate, to 
get the maximum yield of honey. 
On the other hand, there are 
thousands of pounds of sweet sub­ 
stances, which go to waste annual­ 
ly because there are no bees pres­ 
ent to gather the nectar. 
Sweet 
substances have long bee nregard- 
ed by man as a necessary part of 
his 
diet 
and in early historical 
times he had to obtain them in the 
easiest way possible. The easiest 
way at that time was to get them 
from the honey bee. 
Many of the earliest references 
appraise us of the estem in which 
honey was held as a human food. 
In Judges, we read 
that 
when 
Samson went down to marry one 
of the daughters of the Philistines 
he slew a lion and afterward when 
he turned aside to see the carcass 
there was a swarm of bees and 
honey in it. 
Later he propounded 
a riddle unto the Philistines, “ Out 
of the eater came forth meat and 
out of the strong came 
sweet­ 
ness.'' 
Honey w'as also sent as a 
propitionary offering by Jacob to 
his unrecognized son, the ruler of 
Egypt, 3000 y> ars before the first 
sugar refinery was built. 
In more 
recent limes cane and beet sugar 
have taken the place of honey. 
But in many paris of Europe, the 
supply of sweet substance for the 
family is still obtained from the 
honey b. e. 
In our American sys­ 
tem of agriculture, we have tend­ 
ed toward a one crop system which 
is not only dangerous, but almost 
always ruinous, if continued over 
a long period of years. 
Too much 
energy devoted to a one crop sys­ 
tem nearly always 
bring* 
ruin 
over a period of years unless the 
individual is either an exceptional 
person or else has had a very good 
training and is a good busine*.* 
man besides. 
It would hardly be a sound prin­ 
ciple for a farmer to devote all 
of his time to raising cotton if he 
could only 
get 
a 
price 
which 
scarcely, or not at all, repays him 
for his labor when he might be de­ 
voting part of his time to raising 
enough vegetables for the home, 
and producing enough meat for 
the family use or keeping enough 
bees to supply him with sufficient 
sweet substances for 
the family. 


era, etc., to make a success of bee­ 
keeping, in a large way, it is not 
necessary to have such conditions 
to support a few colonies of bees 
for supplying the home. 
Although1 
Texas ranks at the top among the 
other states in beekeeping, th erej 
ar. still'thousands of 
pounds of 
nectar which “go to 
wast-" be­ 
cause there are no bees to gather 
it. 
Honey is more easily digested 
than any of the sugars sold on the 
market and is almost a 
perfect 
food. 
The product of the apiary 
is J , ady to serve when it is taken 
from the hive and needs no spec­ 
ial preparation on the part of the 
housewife. 
If tho housewife who 
buys the family 
groceriis, 
will 
take account of all the time spent 
in preparing fruit and vegetables, 
etc., for the table and add the 
cost of fuel for cooking, she will 
find that honey is a very econom­ 
ical foor to serve as frequently as 
her fanrly enjoy it. 
In a bulletin published by the 
Food and Dairy 
Department of 
Iowa it is shown that for actual 
food value, honey is one of the 
cheapest of foods. With most foods 
a large part of the bulk is waste 
which adda neither fuel to warm 
the body nor rebuilds dead tissues. 
The bees have removed most of the 
waste from the honey so that near­ 
ly all of it is consumed within the 
human body. 
Honey, considered 
from the actual food value, is a 
'ow priced food and is not a lux­ 
ury as it is often considered. 
The 
following table is taken from the 
bulletin mentioned and although 
it represents pre-war prices it is a 
good index of the present food 
value of honey. 
The table is des­ 
igned to show a quantity of each 
article exactly equal in value to 
any one of the others shown. At 
average prices: iikmey, 7 ounces, 
7 cents; milk, I quart. IO cents; 
cream cheese, 5.6 ounces, 9 cents; 
<‘ggs, IO, 25 cents; round beef­ 
steak, 12 ounces, 15 cents; bone­ 
less codfish, 15 ounces; 20 cents; 
Oranges, 8, 20 cents; walnuts, 8 
1-2 ounces, 13 cents. 
About 80 pounds of sugar is the 
average amount consumed by ev­ 
ery man, woman, and child in the 
United States. 
The excessive use 
of sugar brings with it a long list 
of ills. 
The health of the present 
generation would be greatly im­ 
proved if honey could be restored 
to its former place as a food. Dr. 
J. IL Kellog of the Battle Creek 
Sanitarium at Battle Creek, Mich., 
endorses honey as the best form of 
swe-i t as do also many others who 
have investigated this subject. If 
cane sugar is absorbed 
without 
change it will be removed by the 
kidneys and may r. suit In their 
breakdown, according to Prof. A. 
J. Cook. 
There is no doubt that in eating 
honey our digestive system is sav­ 
ed work that it would have to per­ 
form if we ate cane sugar. 
The 
human body requires for it* up­ 
building the well known elements 
phosphorus, iron, calcium, magne­ 
sium, chlorine, sodium, potassium, 
sulphur, manganese 
and 
silicon. 
All of thes. elements excepting 
silicon are found in honey. Most 
people like honey, but its use has 
b en neglected by the present gen- 


recipes from housewives as to how 
to use honey 
These are contain­ 
ed in Farmers' Bulletin 663, “Hon­ 
ey and Its Uses in the Home,’ 
which can be obtained from the 
Extension Department of the col­ 
ies:. or from the United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture at Wash­ 
ington, D. C. 
Considering the high food value 
of honey and the many uses to 


which It could be put In the aver­ 
age home togethei with the fact 
that thousands of pounds of nec­ 
tar go to waste annually, we must 
conclude that the farmer has ov­ 
erlooked one important source of 
income, which wouldn’t only be 
profitable to him hut also yield him 
a food, which is more healthful 
than that which i* now b:>ing used 
for that purpose
